THE SUICIDE TOLL 
No one knows how many per­ 
sons commit suicide, because 
the family often protects the 
victim by saying death was 
due to other causes. The offi­ 
cial number of suicides exceeds 
20,000 annually, making it the* 
lith ranking cause of death 
The rate is 15 times greater 
among individuals receiving psy­ 
chiatric care than for the pop­ 
ulation in general Depression is 
the main culprit. 
How many persons attempt 
suicide but fail? Here. too. ex­ 
act statistics are not available 
but a University of California 
team reports the results of a 
survey in which one of every 
40 
persons 
admitted 
having 
made an attempt This means 5 
million Americans if the sample 
is used as the basis for 
an 
estimate. 


Dr Ronald S. Mintz present­ 
ed this material to the Ameri­ 
can 
Psychiatric 
association 
The study revealed 
that 
44 
times as many women as men 
attempt suicide, and the rate is 
60 per cent higher in single than 
in married individuals. 
The highest attempt rate was 
found in unskilled, low income, 
and poorly educated 
persons 
Dr. Mintz believes most people 
who go through a period of se­ 
vere depression or anxiety have 
thought about self-destruction 


Suicide among older m e n 
and women is more common 
than many of us have been led 
to believe. 
This 
is especially 
true of men more than 55 years 
of age, particularly if there is 
an alcoholic problem. The at­ 
tempt usually is made during 
a period of acute distress. The 
family should be on the alert 
when an oldster is depressed 
about his health, inability to 
hold a job, or for other reasons 
Many become socially or psy­ 
chology isolated, 
a 
situation 
that is easily missed in individ­ 
uals who live alone in a hotel 
in a large city. 
The would-be 
suicide often 
reveals his intentions explicitly 
or in a more subtle fashion 
The intent should not be taken 
lightly, especially when associ­ 
ated with depression. 
Dr. Van Dellen will answer
